On March 12 last a part of the rim 
of the latest crater formed on Mount 
Vesuvius fell in. and the descending 
mass, nearly 1,000 feet in length and 
80 in thickness, was so enormous that 
a distinct shock of earthquake was felt 
around about the mountain.

If the enjoyment of a few days 
of sport annually and of a few cj 
on the table makes the call of the 
bob-white scarcely heard and his 
graceful form rarely seen, had 
not better cultivate the higher taste 
that the living quail satisfies and 
cease the slaughter of the birds 
or at least not kill to the point of ex- 
termination? 

We would like to see the birds pro- 
tected because the country needs 
them. They add so much to the 
charm of rural life and no little to 
the profits. Will not our readers 
help in this? The hunting season 
will soon be on. So when you shoot 
do not kill your friend.

To have a green crop of some kind 
growing that can be fed to stock 
while pasture is dry. Another is the 
silo, which is common in the north 
and so seldom seen south of the Ohio 
river. Feed of all kinds will be scarce 
and high this winter, but there has 
neen ample time after this fact was 
known to have raised a late crop of 
corn, sorgum, cow peas, or other 
tilings to have filled the silos if they 
had been here. Another thing the 
drouth has shown. The farmer who 
has plowed wisely and persistently 
will have a fair crop of corn despite 
the dry weather. A farmer told, us 
of two farmers in the county and 
theirdifferent methods of cultivation. 
One used a large plow and plowed 
deep, tearing off the roots of the 
corn in the old-fashioned way. The 
other plowed shallow and kept at it. 
The latter will raise ten barrels of 
corn to the acre, while his neigh- 
bor just over the fence will not raise 
half that amount on better ground. 
Other lessons have been taught by 
the drouth which will pay our farm- 
ers to remember and profit by.-
